Drivers that break the speed limit are 
on notice - zero tolerance. 

Peel Police kicked off the Project 
E.R.A.S.E. (Eliminate Racing Activity 
On Streets Everywhere) campaign this 
past weekend, nabbing scores of drivers 
who speed reckless and endanger 
other drivers and civilians. 

The campaign is expected to run 
through the end of October, and has al- 


ready resulted in multiple arrests of 
street racers and stunt drivers, with 
reckless riders reaching more than 60 
km/h over the speed limit before being 
stopped by cops. 

Excessive speed has consistently been 
the greatest contributing factor in many 
fatal collisions that have occurred in the 
region, says Peel Police representatives. 

Street racers put themselves and un- 
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suspecting road users at risk of death or 
serious injury when they choose to dis- 
obey traffic laws. 

They also drive without due care and 
control and with a disregard for public 
safety. 

In total, 7 suspensions and over 40 
tickets were issued over the weekend. 
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Two men arrested in Jordan Buchner case 


Two men are under ar- 
rest in connection with a 
2017 homicide case that 
claimed the life of a 
Brampton teenager. 

Peel Police announced 
late Tuesday evening 
that 29-year-old Jermain 
Smith had been charged 
with second degree mur- 
der and 32-year-old 
Adrian Roberts had been 
charged with accessory 
to murder in the death of 
23-year-old Jordan 
Buchner, who died on 
Apr. 15, 2017 after being 
shot at the former site of 
Masta’s Lounge Night- 
club on Orenda Road. 

Police mi peta to 
the scene of the crime 
found Buchner suffering 
from obvious trauma, 
and he succumbed to his 
injuries at the scene. 

The arrests came just 
under a month after po- 


lice posted a $25,000 re- 
ward for information re- 
lating to the case. 

“We can't solve these 
complex crimes without 
your help... assistance 
from the community is 
critical,” Insp. Martin 
Ottaway said een a 
press conference last 
month. 

Surveillance videos in- 
dicated that more than 
20 witnesses were pres- 
ent at the nightclub at 
the time of the shooting, 
but many of them have 
not yet come forward, 
said Ottaway. 

Buchner was the sec- 
ond Brampton man to be 
shot in the parking lot in 
the nightclub in the span 
of a year, with another 
resident, 22-year-old 
Britton Francis Edwards, 
shot to death in the early 
morning of Feb. 7, 2016. 


Masta’s Lounge closed 
permanently one month 
after the Apr. 15, 2017 in- 
cident, citing rent non- 
payment as the reason. 

Smith and Roberts ap- 
peared at a bail hearing 
in Brampton court this 
morning. 

Investigators are con- 
tinuing to pursue leads 
relating to the case, and 
are asking anyone with 
information or addi- 
tional surveillance video 
to call the Homicide and 
Missing Persons Bureau 
at (905) 453-2121, ext. 
3205.

CAA slammed over “manipulative” email blitz in tow truck campaign

Mississauga Councillors 
ripped into a representative 
with the CAA (Canadian Auto- 
mobile Association) over an 
email campaign pushing the 
city to ease restrictions on tow 
truck licences. 

“That’s gross manipulation 
and I don’t appreciate that at 
all,” said Ward 10 Councillor 
Carolyn Parrish. 

At the June 13 meeting, the 
CAA’s Raymond Chan gave a 
presentation to councillors. 
Among other changes, the road 
assistance service wants the 
city to cut the experience re- 
quirement for tow truck driv- 
ers from five years to three 
years. 

The City has already cut it 
back from seven. CAA, a non- 
profit road assistance service, 
says the city’s rules make it 
harder to recruit and hire driv- 
ers, meaning trucks “sit idle 
within towing facilities.” 

“Mississauga is the only ju- 
risdiction in which municipal 


regulations create operational 
obstacles causing CAA to be 
unable to provide adequate re- 
sources to deliver standard 
service levels,” Chan said. 

The CAA, through its website 
moresafetows.ca, launched an 
email blitz directed at council- 
lors supposedly from associa- 
tion members upset about the 
lack of available tow trucks. 

Ward 6 Councillor Ron Starr 
said he tried to respond to 
those who sent emails but in 
some cases, nobody got back to 
him. 

“Tt almost leads me to believe 
that maybe they didn’t even 
send their own emails. I’m not 
going to go any further than 
that but if people aren’t re- 
sponding back I know that was 
the case with a couple of the 
other councillors when they 
tried to get back to people,” he 
said. 

Ward 9 Councillor Pat Saito, 
who is a CAA member, says she 
replied to those in her ward 
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who sent letters. 

“I had several who said ‘I 
didn’t send this, I had no idea 
what it was. Obviously there 
was some kind of membership 
generator. Fortunately, I didn’t 
get a letter from myself,” Saito 
said, adding, “it does question 
the validity and the under- 
standing of those who did send 
the letters.” 

Ward 1 Councillor Dave 
Cook said he got 250 emails 
and normally he says he’d re- 
spond but, “I can’t respond to 
the nonsense that took place 
with the emails you organized 
and sent out and they all seem 
to be worded about the same. 
To me it was a very well organ- 
ized bombardment. I took 
great exception to it.” 

Chan says it was an organ- 
ized campaign in which CAA 
members were asked to send 
out emails to their councillor. 

“There was a website set up 
to encourage residents to write 
their local elected officials to

look at some of the regulations 
in place and some of the pro- 
posals being brought forward 
for CAA to change some of 
what’s happening in the indus- 
try.” 

There are 417 licenced tow 
trucks in Mississauga and 280 
licenced tow truck drivers. The 
CAA’s campaign wants more 
drivers to shorten waiting 
times for tows. 

Ward 7 Councillor Nando 
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Iannicca says he’s never heard 
of people waiting too long for a 
tow in Mississauga. 

“Tm not stupid enough to be- 
lieve the nonsense you are ped- 
dling. Because what you're 
sane to the people I dealt 
with for 20 years is ‘that single 
mother who had an accident 
with two kids in the car at high- 
way five and ten at 2am in the 
morning called me the next day 
and said, ‘there I was for an 


hour waiting for a tow’ I’ve 
never heard that in my life.” 

If anything, Iannicca says 
people have complained tow 
truck drivers converge on 
stricken motorists “like vul- 
tures.” Councillors say the CAA 
is pushing for changes to im- 
prove its business case for op- 
erating in the City. 

CAA is in one in three homes 
in Mississauga and has 2.5 mil- 
lion members in Ontario.

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Regional chair race makes history

Frank Dale is likely to be the 
very last of the appointed Re- 
gional Chairs in Peel. 

Since Peel’s inception back 
in the 70’s, the process had al- 
ways been to have all three 
municipalities elect the Chair. 

This all changed in Dec. 
2016, when Bill 70, approved 
by the provincial government, 
mandated that the position 
now be elected. 

This fall, all eligible voters in 
Caledon, Brampton and Mis- 
sissauga will pick the next Re- 
gional Chair. 

Most people would not have 
a clue on what it’s going to cost 
these individuals to run for 
this single position. There is a 
$669,000 dollar limit on what 
a candidate can spend on the 
election campaign. 

This is substantially ten 
times more than the average 
cost of a normal Councillor 
election. 

It’s not as easy as you may 
think to run such a campaign. 
You must reach out to 1.3 mil- 
lion people, post signs from

the top of Caledon all the way 
to Lake Ontario, and utilize 
every form of advertising you 
can get to your message 
across. In addition, you'll have 
to take part in debates in all 
three municipalities, and 
knock on so many doors that 
will make any head spin. 

To top it off, your name is on 
every ballot in Peel. 

As for the Candidates, as of 
June 19, five have put their 
names forward - Ron Starr, a 
long-time Mississauga coun- 
cilor, and from Brampton, 
Masood Khan, Amir 5S. 
Ali, Ken Looy and Vidya Sagar 
Gautam. 

There is about a month and 
a half left to step forward and 
run for the chair position. Ac- 
cording to sources, at least 
three-to-four more candidates 
could declare in the next few 
weeks. 

With the provincial election 
over, a few of the candidates 
that did not get elected could 
step up and run. 

As an addendum - the 
Chair’s salary for this year is 
$181,715.00. 

Save me a seat at the party. 


With just over a month to go until the nomination deadline closes for October’s municipal elections, numerous candidates have declared their intent to run through- 


out Brampton, Caledon and Mississauga. In Brampton, city staff have begun the process of hiring more than 2,000 workers to assist in election day duties, while in 
Caledon, a flurry of candidates have applied since the beginning of the week for the Ward 1 regional and Ward 2 area positions. More than 25 candidates are cur- 
rently registered as applicants for various council positions throughout Mississauga. 

The next municipal election will be held on Oct. 22, 2018. Candidates interested in filing must submit a nomination package to the respective city hall in their munici- 
pality.

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Trudeau must mend fences with Trump without losing face

Now that his public display 
of bravado has scored him a 
few cheap political points at 
Donald Trump’s expense, PM 
Justin Trudeau has a much 
tougher task ahead. 

He has to figure out how to 
quietly mend fences with a 
hostile Trump administration 
without losing face. 

After showing up Trump at 
the G-7 Summit the way he 
did, mending fences would be 
a difficult enough task for 
someone who is an expert in 
diplomacy, let alone a rank 
amateur who soured relations 
with India, like Justin 
Trudeau. 

Trump’s history shows when 
he’s hit, he hits back twice as 
hard. The idea Trudeau can fix 
things with the Americans 
without having his face rubbed 
into the mess of his own mak- 
ing is not consistent with how 
Trump deals with people who 
tick him off. 

Any backchannel attempts to 
restore harmony will get an icy 
response unless Trudeau 

es some kind of public dis- 
play of contrition but that 
would run counter to the Lib- 
eral’s political agenda. 

Trudeau is rebranding him- 
self ahead of the election as the 
defender of Canadian ‘values’; 


as the plucky underdog who 
stood up for us against mean 
old Trump. 

Conversely, Trudeau _ will 
make the case Conservative 
leader Andrew Scheer doesn’t 
have his experience and can’t 
be trusted to stand up for 
Canada. 

Remember, Justin is the 
trust fund kid who managed to 
pull off the ‘defender of the 
middle class’ schtick last time, 
so anything is possible. 

I argued last week that 
Trudeau’s tough guy routine at 
the G-7 after Trump had al- 
ready left was intended to 
score him much needed politi- 
cal points. Trump’s hostile re- 
action to Trudeau’s, ‘you can’t 
push me around,’ posturing 
served to fuel a collective dis- 
play of righteous indignation 
among many in this country in 
support of Trudeau. 

A recent poll suggests there 
are (Trump hating) Americans 
who also think Trudeau is right 
thanks to the anti-Trump 
media coverage in the US., 
but I believe that's temporary . 

It succeeded in giving 
Trudeau _a boost at the polls 
but it will wear off, especially if 
the tiff escalates into an all out 
trade war. 

Trump has already said 
Canadians will pay for the PMs 
actions, and he doesn’t strike 
me as a man of idle threats. 

Canadians have no appetite 
for a costly trade war and the 
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PM knows it. That’s why he'll 
quietly attempt to fix it. Good 
luck. 

He'll try and, I believe, fail 
miserably to heal the rift that 
threatens our trade relation- 
ship with the Americans. 
That’s not good for us. Trudeau 
thinks standing up to Trump is 
political winner and he desper- 
ately needs a boost going into 
next year’s election. 

The idea was always to con 
Canadians into supporting him 
against the bully and using his 
media flunkies to whip up anti- 
Trump sentiment in Canada, 
which they have dutifully done. 

Your humble pundit was 
criticized last week for dismiss- 
ing Trudeau’s G-7 comments 
as political opportunism, but 
others have since weighed in 
with similar views. 

I argued in previous columns 
even before the G-7 that 
Trudeau will pin his re-election 
hopes on ‘anti-Trumpism’ 
vowing to protect us from the 
bully in the Whitehouse. 

Since then, others have come 
to a similar conclusion, among 
them National Post’s Lawrence 
Solomon, who wrote that for 
Trudeau, “who faces a tough 
re-election next year. NAFTA 
necessarily thus becomes not 
an economic exercise but a po- 
litical one. How to retain the 
dairy quotas needed for the 
Quebec vote in the face of U.S. 
pressure? How to reverse his 
sagging popularity among 


Canadians on the whole as the 
economy fades? The answer is 
a no-brainer: Declare war on 
Canada’s Public Enemy Num- 
ber One — Donald J. Trump. 
For maximum effect, start 
right after genial discussions at 
the G7 meetings during which 
an unsuspecting Trump had 
even reportedly agreed to drop 
his request for that five-year 
sunset clause.” 

What I expect now from 
Trudeau, after his public ‘you- 
can’t-push-me-around’ rou- 
tine, is to try as many 
backchannels as possible to try 
get Trump talking to him 
again. 

If he can do that, he can spin 
the idea he forced Trump to 
back down and won one for the 
home team...so vote for me. 

It may have been a good 
amble on his part considering 
is star has faded since he was 

elected, but I don’t think it'll 
work with Trump who has 
beaten people a Tot smarter 
than Justin. He’s smart enough 
to know the game Trudeau is 
playing. 

Our PM is in over his head. 
Seems to me Canadians were 
warned about that.

Two arrested after daring Brampton 
jewellery store robbery

Apair of Toronto resi- 
dents who brazenly robbed 
a Brampton jewellery store 
have been arrested and 
charged with stealing more 


than $5,000 worth of goods. 

Peel Police 22 Division’s 
Criminal Investigation Bu- 
reau announced the arrests 
late Monday, after a two 


month-long investigation. 

On Apr. 8, the two sus- 
pects entered a jewellery 
store in Shoppers World, lo- 
cated at 499 Main Street S. 
and began distracting em- 
ployees. 

The male suspect, 50 year- 
old Paul Dixon, reached be- 
hind the counter into a 
secure case and removed a 
number of jewellery pieces 
while the female suspect, 46 
year-old Tammy Van 
Berkel, distracted employ- 
ees. 

Both suspects then left the 
store before employees no- 
ticed the theft. More than 
$25,000 worth of items 
were stolen in the incident. 

Dixon and Berkel were ar- 
rested by Peel Police on 
June 5 and charged with 
one count each of theft over 
$5,000. They will both ap- 
pear in Brampton court 
early next month.

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Caledon councillor talks victories amd 
shortcomings as municipal race heats up 


Barb Shaughnessy is not one 
to mince words. 

The Ward 1 regional coun- 
cillor for Caledon announced 
her candidacy for the role of 
Mayor last month, and has 
made it clear that, “in these 
times of political grandstand- 
ing, mixed messages and bla- 
tant self-serving agendas,” she 
is focused first and foremost 
on the community. 

“I did not enter politics 
wearing rose-coloured 
glasses”, said Shaughnessy in 
a statement Tuesday . 

“I knew that creating a bet- 
ter Caledon would take hard 
work, long hours, and the oc- 
casional spirited debate. I 
never seas to see as many 
personal agendas taint good 
judgment and responsible de- 
cision-making.” 

Shaughnessy _ highlighted 
the lack of a “global vision” as 
a major contributor to her de- 
cision to run for Mayor. She 
noted that it’s time for the 
Town Council to lead, both 
from the political side as well 
as the administration. 

“It’s time to start working for 
all of Caledon, and not just a 
privileged few,” she explained. 

While she was quick to state 
that she had dealth with sev- 
eral challenges and frustra- 


tions, she also highlighted sev- 
eral initiatives put forward 
during her time in office, in- 
cluding the co-creation of the 
annual SnowFest event and 
her work assisting with the de- 
sign of the Bethel House. 
“The only way to chart a bet- 
ter future is to elect a council 
that will listen to the people,” 
she said. “Caledon needs a 
new mayor. We need a mayor 
who brings more life experi- 


= 


ences to the table. Someone 
who understands rural and 
urban life.” 

Mayor Allan Thompson pre- 
viously indicated his intent to 
run again for the municipal 
election, which take place on 
Oct. 22. 

As of press time, Caledon 
resident Kelly Darnley was 
the only other candidate to be 
registered in the mayoral race. 
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Bowman running again for 
councillor spot in Brampton 


Incumbent Wards 3 & 4 
Brampton councillor Jeff 
Bowman affirmed his com- 
mitment to run again as a 
candidate in the municipal 
election, which takes place 
on Oct. 22. 

The first-term councillor 
says there is still more work 
to be done in the city, and 
said he would serve his 
constituents again if re- 
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elected. 

“Future building is about 
creating new jobs for our 
residents, providing a bet- 
ter quality of life and reduc- 
ing the congestion we have 
every day as residents leave 
our city to work elsewhere,” 
Bowman said in a state- 
ment last week discussing 
the challenges and oppor- 
tunities he’s encountered 
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during his first term. 

Bowman has served as 
the city’s economic devel- 
opment chair, and con- 
tributed to the Brampton 
2040 Vision project, which 
aims to make the area more 
attractive for business and 
showcase a unique set of 
villages with overarching 
next-gen transit and infra- 
structure placements. 

Bowman said that as the 
city’s Fire and Emergency 
Services chair, he made the 
issue of illegal and unsafe 
rooming houses and base- 
ment apartments a priority. 

“There is a tax implica- 
tion here, with as many as 
20,000 illegal units, but 
more importantly, there is 
also a safety issue and the 
need to register to ensure 
safety compliance for the 
tenants,” he said. 

If re-elected, Bowman 
said he will continue to ad- 
vocate for a new hospital in 
the city, along with addi- 
tional social services fund- 
ing and “pushing for 
Brampton’s fair share” in 
economic discussions. 
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Cops nab Brampton man after six- 
month crime spree 


Officers from 11 and 22 Divi- 
sion nabbed a Brampton man 
earlier this week, who is at the 
heart of a six-month long 
crime-spree in the city. 

Both division’s Criminal In- 
vestigation Bureaus collabo- 
rated on an investigation that 
began in Jan. 2018, following a 
crime that spanned multiple 
jurisdictions and involved nu- 
merous stolen vehicles, break- 
and-enter incidents and 
damage against police vehicles. 

This past Monday (June 18), 
the suspect at the center of the 
cast, 31 year-old Andrew Noel 
of Brampton, was involved ina 
hit-and-run while operating a 
motor vehicle. He was arrested 
soon after in the Fair Oaks area 
of the city. 

Noel was charged with 33 of- 
fenses, including robbery, as- 
saulting police with a weapon, 
break-and-enter, mischief, 
theft of a motor vehicle and 
other incidents. 

Police also announced Tues- 
day that further charges are ex- 
pected from the neighbouring 
jurisdictions of Barrie, Halton 
and Waterloo Police. 

An estimated 13 victims were 
impacted during Noel’s crime 
spree, which also resulted in 
nine separate break-and-enter

incidents and six stolen vehi- 
cles. Approximately $125,000 
worth BF property was stolen, 
though police have since re- 
covered some of it. 

Noel appeared in Brampton 
court Tuesday morning for a 
bail hearing.

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Economic development plan announced by Brampton council

More than 140,000 new 
jobs and a greater focus on 
a downtown innovation hub 
are in the works as part of a 
new economic development 
plan announced by Bramp- 
ton council last week. 

The city’s plan includes a 
greater re-distribution of 
existing resources and cen- 
ters on talent and innova- 
tion initiatives, building on 
already-announced projects 
this year, including the cre- 
ation of a new Ryerson Uni- 
versity/Sheridan College 
partner campus near the 
Brampton downtown GO 
station. The plan also calls 
for a greater focus on con- 
necting with the private and 
public sector. 

Despite that, city officials 
warned that there are “eco- 


nomic storm clouds on the 
horizon”. 

“Brampton seeks to be- 
come a significant competi- 
tor to other Canadian and 
global cities,” said Mayor 
Linda Jeffrey. “Ultimately, 
this report encourages us to 
embrace measured risk-tak- 
ing, step up our investment 
activity and lead partner- 
ships with the business 
community and academia 
in order to achieve in- 
creased innovation and 
competitiveness.” 

One of the key initiatives 
highlighted by the plan is 
the creation of economic 
linkages with the Greater 
Toronto Airport Authority 
to focus on job and invest- 
ment creation. 

The process to develop a 


new master plan began last 
year with a review of his- 
toric economic indicators 
and an analysis of Bramp- 
ton’s current economic situ- 
ation. 

Supported by consultant 
E&Y, the City also looked at 
six comparator cities to un- 
derstand lessons learned 
and best practices from 
cities with experiences sim- 
ilar to Brampton. 

A Steering Committee 
made up of Brampton busi- 
ness representatives, NGOs, 
City Councillors and staff 
guided the work and sup- 
ported the final plan and 
recommendations. 

Economic Development 
staff say the next step is to 
develop performance met- 
rics for job creation, invest- 


ment, innovation and entre- 
preneurship. Work will be 
done to identify roles for key 
partners and groups, and as 
the action plan is imple- 
mented, and results are 
measured, staff will ensure 
the appropriate communi- 
cation with key audiences. 

“We've heard about prior- 
ities and ideas from many 
stakeholders within and 
outside Brampton,” said 
Councillor Jeff Bowman, 
who runs the Economic De- 
velopment committee. 

“The plan is bold, and suc- 
cess will require ongoing 
input and_ partnerships, 
with clear and frequent 
measurement against the 
City’s goals.” 


Mississauga meat packers $50,000 for 2017 industrial accident

A Missis-

jured in an ac- 
cident last year. 

Belmont 
§ Meat Services, 
along with san- 
itation provider 
Betts Cleaning 
Services, 
pleaded guilty 
in Toronto 
court last week 
to occupational 
health and 
safety offences, 
along with one 
charge of alter- 
ing a_ crime 
scene after the 


incident. 

A Labour Ministry state- 
ment said the incident took 
place Jan. 20, 2017, at Bel- 
mont’s meat processing 
plant on Signet Drive in 
Toronto. 

Belmont engaged Betts to 
provide sanitation services, 
including sanitation of pro- 
duction areas and equip- 
ment, at the plant. 

A worker employed by 
Betts was cleaning a par- 
tially-disassembled 
mixer/grinder machine at 
the plant and reached into 
the machine to grab a loose 
piece of meat while it was 
still on and two counter-ro- 
tating paddles were active. 

The worker was critically 
injured and taken to a 
nearby hospital for medical 
treatment. 

Ministry inspectors in- 


vestigating the incident af- 
terwards discovered that 
the machine was still in op- 
eration and the scene of the 
incident had been inter- 
fered with. 

Betts was charged with 
failing to ensure the ma- 
chine was stopped when it 
was being cleaned, while 
Belmont, which operates 
an office on Tomken Road, 
pled guilty to interfering 
with the scene under Sec- 
toion 51(2) of the Occupa- 
tional Health and Safety 
Act. 

The court also imposed a 
25-per-cent victim fine sur- 
charge as required by the 
Provincial Offences Act. 
The surcharge is credited to 
a special provincial govern- 
ment fund to assist victims 
of crime.

Council approves land plan on development of Ninth Line area 


A major neighborhood in 
Mississauga’s north end has 
received new input from City 
Council, who have endorsed 
a land use plan that will guide 
future development for the 
area. 

Planning and Development 
Committee staff met Monday 
evening to endorse basic zon- 
ing policies for the develop- 
ment of the site, which covers 
a 350-hectare area and was 
transferred to the city from 
the Town of Milton in 2010. 


During the meeting, plan- 
ning and building commis- 
sioner Andrew Whittemoore 
said that the site represents 
the last remaining greenfield 
in the city, and should be 
used as a model for sustain- 
able development and as a 
gateway into the city. 

“We want to ensure that 
this development is built to 
achieve the right density to 
support transit and walkable 
communities,” he said. “(We 
have) a vision to transform 


the Ninth Line Lands that 
will connect neighbourhoods 
and enhance communities.” 

Residents and stakeholders 
were part of the consultations 
and studies, which included 
development of design prin- 
ciples that focus on honoring 
local heritage and celebrating 
open spaces. 

Some of the highlights 
identified by the plan include: 

- Providing a mix of hous- 
ing to accommodate diverse 
housing and socioeconomic 


needs, including affordable 
housing. 

- Connecting neighbour- 
hoods through a network of 
trails that link to open spaces 
and key destinations. 

- Integrating cycling lanes 
and multi-use trails along 
Ninth Line and other major 
roads. 

- Providing a variety of 
parks and open spaces close 
to neighbourhoods and em- 
ployment areas. 

- Supporting higher-order 
transit and active transporta- 
tion. 

- Recognizing the signifi- 
cance of cultural heritage 
sites and landscapes. 

The plans also call for an 
updated functional design of 
the proposed 407 Transit- 
way, with an upcoming study 
that’s intended to provide a 
clearer understanding of the 
land requirements and align- 
ment of the corridor. 

The land use plan and poli- 
cies will go to Council for ap- 
proval on July 4. 


Trillium outlines strategic 
plan for next decade

Reducing wait times for pa- 
tients and giving greater prior- 
ity to community needs were 
front-and-center for Trillium 
Health Partners, which un- 
veiled their strategic plan for 
the next decade last week dur- 
ing a news conference. 

The hospital chain’s plan, 
dubbed “2019-2029 Strategic 
Plan: A New Kind of Health 
Care”, identifies opportunities 
to expand patient care and 
safety, and is intended to be a 
roadmap towards a more inte- 
grated and inclusive system. 

“Over the next decade the 
hospital will work closely with 
patients, families, community 
members and partners to 
achieve its goals of quality, ac- 
cess and sustainability,” Tril- 
lum Health Partners board 
chair Wayne Bosert said dur- 


ing his introduction at the con- 

ference. “Together, we_ will 

challenge the limits of what is 
ossible for health and the 
uman spirit.” 

The plan includes a number 
of strategic improvements, in- 
cluding simplification of how 
patients and care providers ac- 
cess health information, and 
improve the delivery of care 
via a single patient health 
record system, the hiring of ad- 
ditional nurses and physicians, 
500 new beds and additional 
long-term care and transitional 
care beds in Mississauga. 

The hospital also revealed 
that in the last year, nearly 1.7 
million people visited the hos- 
pital chain, including 273,650 
emergency and urgent care vis- 
its. 

One such patient, Claire 


Scott, praised Trillium for get- 
ting her in and out so quickly 
when she went in for a recent 
treatment. 

“Tt meant so much to me that 
I was able to_ transition 
smoothly from hospital to 
home with care that was fo- 
cused on my needs,” she said. 

“( hope) other patients and 
families can have such a posi- 
tive experience.” 

Trillium Health Foundation 
chair Greg Grice said that the 
hospital has worked hard to 
meet the needs of the commu- 
nity, and thanked the commu- 
nity for their support. 

“We're energized and excited

West Toronto,” Grice said.

Every once in a while I re- 
ceive an invitation to an event 
that's over my head. 

I go because I know I'm

Dr. Heather Ross is an icon 
of Canadian heart medicine.

I don't think it's an exaggera- 
tion to say she's one of the 
premier heart doctors on the 
planet. 

She's also something of an 
adventurer. Her most recent 
adventure had her trekking 
across Greenland on foot... 
because she's __ already 
climbed all the interesting 
mountains. 

She brings the same kind of 
determination to her heart 
science. 

The program that I sort of 
stumbled into is one of those 
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game-changers of medicine 
that happens infrequently. 
What they plan to do is mine 
all the data they can on peo- 
ple with heart conditions. 
They'll mine climate data 
and health data — you name 
it. They'll use Artificial Intel- 
ligence and Machine Learn- 
ing to find patterns that 
where not obvious. That's the 
“macro” end of the project. 
On the “micro” end of the 
project, they'll provide pa- 
tients with a smart phone app 
called Medly, that will inte-

grate every way they can. So 
if you take your blood pres- 
sure — that will be captured. 

When you take your meds 
will be captured — as well as 
data from sleep apnea ma- 
chines. And in the app, in a 
micro approach — the app 
will monitor important pa- 
tient metrics — and will re- 
port when those metrics are 
In a range that doctors need 
to be worried about. ...And 
the doctor will call YOU to 
come for an appointment! 

About a million Canadians 
have heart failure — which is 
a failure of the heart muscle 
to do the job required. The 
number is growing — and cer- 
tain populations — those of 
South Asian descent among 
them — experience heart 
eae disproportionately 

igher than the average num- 
bers. 

The app further integrates 
a whole range of patient met- 
rics and crunches those to 
make meaningful recom- 
mendations to patients — and 
to alert the medical team to 
impending problems. What 
harnessing all this informa- 
tion will also do — is make the 
delivery of care cheaper. 

Problems will be caught 
earlier — before they're “prob- 
lems.” One of the biggest 
benefits expected from Medly 
is the ability to monitor pa- 
tients in remote locations — 


and have them come in be- 
fore problems come to a 
head. 

As we look at health care 
and the costs of it, we have to 
understand that an aging 
population better abilities in 
medicine is going to mean we 
have to invest. 

So as we seem to be enter- 
ing an era of “cuts,” we also 
have to identify those things 
that are absolutely essential 
investments — like this. 

I must say — I'm impressed 
by the value-based approach 
that I see medicine using to 
justify investment. It's a 
much more sophisticated 
way to approach public in- 
vestment. And I should say, 
too - there's a major 
fundraising campaign on to 
fund this with donated 
money. 

However, these are the de- 
cisions we'll have to make. 
Where are there things we 
can cut? It would seem med- 
icine isn't one of them. I think 
the “fat” is going to be awfully 
hard to find.

Inspiration Lakeview - How to Save a Marsh

Canada has lost almost 70% 
of its natural wetlands. That’s 
why the efforts to complete 
Mississauga’s Inspiration Lake- 
view project are so important. 

Nina Munteanu, an ecologist 
and writing instructor at the 
University of Toronto, was dev- 
astated when she heard that 
long-time Mississauga City 
Councillor Jim Tovey had died 
suddenly on Jan. 15 at age 68. 
In Noy. 2017, Tovey had taken 
Munteanu on a guided tour of 
the proposed site of Inspiration 
Lakeview. 

The plan for the site is an am- 
bitious one, calling for the re- 
zoning of the land previously 
occupied by the Lakeview Gen- 
erating Station to make way for 
a 26-hectare man-made wet- 
land along the eastern shore of 
Mississauga’s_ waterfront, a 
short drive from the Long 
Branch GO Station. 

Munteanu says Tovey was 
“so in his element” that day, 
“Joyful and inspirational.” 

Inspiration Lakeview was 
Tovey’s brainchild, and the 
project will be carried out by 
the Credit Valley Conservation 
authority (CVC) and the 
Toronto and Region Conserva- 
tion Authority (TRCA), accord- 
ing to the City of Mississauga’s 
masterplan for the site. 

It will be modelled after the 
only remaining natural wetland 
along the Canadian shore of 
Lake Ontario, Rattray Marsh, 
which is a few kilometres to the 
west. 

Munteanu notes that Canada 
has lost nearly 70% of its natu- 
ral wetlands as a direct result of 
human interference. Rattray 
Marsh is a rare success in the 
conservation of these sensitive 
ecosystems, making it an exam- 
ple for the Inspiration Lakeview 
team to follow. 

For many years, the key fig- 
ure in the conservation of Rat- 
tray Marsh was Ruth Hussey. 
In 1954, Hussey, a thirty-eight- 
year-old veterinarian by trade, 
moved to the southwest corner 
of Toronto Township (now 
Mississauga), with her young 
family in tow. She soon fell in 
love with the nearby lakefront 
property owned by Colonel 
James Rattray, who encour- 
aged Hussey and her children 
to swim and fish in Lake On- 
tario. 

Rattray offered to sell his 
148-acre property to the town- 
ship in the mid-1950s, for use 
as a conservation area, but the 
offer went unanswered by the 
township council. 

After seca died in 1959, at 
age 72, part of his property was 
sold to developers. For a time in 
the 1960s there was a plan to 
develop the entire property into 
a subdivision, marina and yacht 
club—it was envisioned as a re- 
sort for the rich and famous, a 
“Florida of the north,” as Jean 
Williams, chairperson of the 
Rattray Marsh Protection Asso- 
ciation (RMPA), dubs it deri- 
sively. The appeal of the Rattray 
property, with is dense decidu- 


ous forests, cobbled beaches 
and diversity of wildlife, was in- 
tense for Hussey, and she re- 
fused to let the property be 
developed without a fight. 
Thanks largely to the deter- 
mination of a band of local citi- 
zens under Hussey’s 
leadership, the municipal gov- 
ernment eventually saw the 
wisdom in acquiring the re- 
maining 95 acres of the prop- 


erty. 

Williams, who succeeded 
Hussey as chairperson of the 
RMPA following Hussey’s 
death in 1984, has been in- 
volved with conservation ef- 
forts at the marsh since she 
moved to Mississauga in 1975. 
Fortuitous timing, for that was 
the same year the City of Mis- 
sissauga, under its first mayor, 
Martin L. Dobkin, finally saw 
the wisdom of purchasing the 
Rattray Marsh property, south 
of Lakeshore Road West and a 
few kilometres west of the 
Credit River. 

“Though Dobkin’s tenure was 
brief, [his] administration sig- 
nificantly changed the city’s 


evolution,” John Stewart, a re- 
tired Mississauga News colum- 
nist, wrote in 2014. 

Dobkin was an early propo- 
nent of including greenspaces 
in urban planning. In addition 
to the marsh, his administra- 
tion oversaw the acquisition of 
many other parks and public 
lands in Mississauga, an expen- 
sive move that was derided at 
the time, but the value of which 
in the decades since has been 
incalculable. 

Munteanu says it was the ac- 
eee of such properties 

ecades ago that allows people 
today “to connect with, and Ne 
velop an appreciation for, na- 
ture in urban centres.” 

If anything, building cities 
around the natural environ- 
ment enhances the tranquility 
of greenspaces. Without leaving 
the city, Rattray Marsh pro- 
vides people with an escape 
from the busyness of life on the 
west side of Mississauga’s wa- 
terfront. 

Beyond Hussey’s efforts, 
there were other factors that in- 
fluenced the newly-formed 
Mississauga City Council to 
purchase the Rattray Marsh 
property in the early 1970s for 
use as a conservation centre. 

The CVC website states that, 
in 1969, the marsh was recog- 
nized by the federal govern- 
ment as “an environmentally 
significant area, a provincially 
significant wetland, and an area 


of natural and scientific interest 
including a number of pro- 
tected species at risk.” 

More importantly, Stewart 
says that heavy rains flooded 
the marsh in 1973, which re- 
duced the asking price for the 
prop from nearly two mil- 

ion dollars to a little over one, 
more in line with the new city’s 
modest budget. 

Nonetheless, Williams and 
Stewart both say the real savior 
of Rattray Marsh was Hussey. 
At the entrance to the marsh 
from Old Poplar Row, one of 
several side entrances from the 
surrounding neighbourhood, 
there is a plaque that reads: 
“Ruth Hussey—because of her, 
Rattray Marsh is ours.” 

When Stewart interviewed 
Hussey in the late 1970s, she 
was blind, had a guide dog by 
her side, and had difficulty 
moving, due to advanced 


arthritis. She still took him ona 
tour of the marsh, and showed 
him the highlights from mem- 


ory. 
A short time before their in- 
terview, Hussey’s doctor told 


She ignored her doctor’s advice, 
telling Stewart that she had 
been walking all her life and did 
not want to stop. Because of 
her, people today continue to 
enjoy walking the trails at Rat- 
tray. 

Urbanization, and the result- 
ing build-up of sediment in 
Sheridan Creek, which flows 
through the marsh out to Lake 
Ontario, poses a significant 
threat to the diversity and sus- 
tainability of wildlife at Rattray. 

It is a threat made worse by 
the presence of invasive exotic 
carp, which, as Williams ex- 
plains, disturb the sediment in 
the water to feed. The marsh, 
according to CVC, is currently 
home to 428 species of plants, 
227 species of bird, 26 mam- 
mals, 18 reptiles and amphib- 
ians, and 11 species of fish. 

As the only natural lakefront 
wetland along the Canadian 
shore of Lake Ontario, Rattray 
Marsh is a priority area not just 
for CVC and the City of Missis- 
sauga, but also the federal and 
provincial ministries of natural 
resources. There are a lot of 
stakeholders invested in seeing 
the continued preservation of 
Rattray Marsh. 

This has been helpful for 
funding projects at the marsh, 
because the volunteer-run 
RMPA no longer has to rely on 
the generosity of wealthy, 
anonymous local benefactors to

carry out conservation projects. 
Canada 150 signs, signalling 
support from the federal gov- 
ernment’s Community Infra- 
structure Program, are now 
sprinkled throughout the prop- 
erty. 
No matter the involvement of 
higher levels of government, 
the community surrounding 
Rattray Marsh remains heavily 
involved in its upkeep, as 
Williams is quick to point out. 
Many local residents have 
homes that back directly onto 
the Marsh and they are quick to 
report sightings of invasive 
species of plant and animal life 
and assist in cleaning up waste. 


RMPA organizes spring 
cleanup days, which are well- 
attended each year. 


Freyja Whitten, the invasive 
species coordinator for CVC, 
says that, in the last seven 
years, volunteers from the local 
neighbourhood have put in 
over 500 hours cleaning up the 
marsh, helping to restore its bi- 
ological diversity and ensure its 
long-term health and sustain- 
ability. 


Rattray Marsh is one part of 
the Great Lakes Waterfront 
Trail, which extends from Niag- 
ara-on-the-Lake in the west to 
Brockville in the east. The Wa- 
terfront Trail was opened in 
1995, following a 1988 report 
from the Royal Commission on 
the Future of the Toronto Wa- 
terfront, chaired by former 
Toronto Mayor David Crombie. 

Williams caught up with 
Crombie, an old Pedal ese Oc- 
tober, when they were on the 
2017 Conservation Authorities 
Biennial Tour, a guided tour of 
sites controlled by CVC and 
Conservation Halton. 

During their chat at the 
marsh, Crombie lamented the 
fact that the Waterfront Trail is 
not as natural everywhere as it 
is at Rattray, that in many 
places the trail is obviously 
manufactured. 

While man-made _ green 
spaces are the cause of concern 
for Crombie, they are not for 
Munteanu. A limnologist with a 
degree from Concordia Univer- 
sity, meaning she is trained in 
the study of inland waters, 
Munteanu now teaches writing 
courses at the University of 
Toronto and George Brown 
College. 

The author of the 2016 
book Water Is..., a critical look 
at the importance of Canada’s 
wetlands, Munteanu says that 
we have our work cut out for us 
if there is to be any hope of pre- 
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serving wetlands. In her words, 
they are among the “least-ap- 
preciated” ecosystems, because 
of their hybrid nature. 

In Munteanu’s field, the tech- 
nical term for wetland is eco- 
tone—a term referring to the 
convergence of two ecosystems 
into one. In particular, the con- 
vergence of terrestrial and 
aquatic ecosystems. With the 
loss of more than two-thirds of 
Canada’s wetlands, we have 
also lost much of the services 
these spaces offer. Wetlands 
serve as natural combatants to 
climate change. 

The fertile soil in wetlands 
acts as a “carbon sink,” in 
Munteanu’s words, storing car- 
bon and other pollutants that 
otherwise would be in the at- 
mosphere. So, manufactured 
green spaces like Inspiration 
Lakeview have become neces- 
sary to fill this important role. 

By mixing terrestrial and 
aquatic ecosystems, wetlands 
also provide a balance and 
complexity that would other- 
wise be lacking in our ecosys- 
tems. This allows them to act as 


a refuge for plant and animal 
life. But a diversity of wildlife 
can only thrive at places like 
Rattray Marsh, thanks to the 
efforts of CVC’s Whitten and 
others in her field. 

Whitten defines invasive 
species as any species of plant 
or animal that is not native to 
an area and outcompetes and 
outgrows the native wildlife. By 
the time Whitten and CVC were 
getting involved with invasive 
species management at Rattray 
Marsh in 2009, it was too late 
to reverse the damage that had 
been done by the Emerald Ash 
Borer (EAB), a beetle that in- 
fected the ash trees in the re- 


on. 
othe effect the EAB has had 
on the canopy at Rattray has 
been, in some areas, devastat- 
ing, leaving gaping holes in the 
sky where a few short years ago 
there were tall, healthy-looking 
trees. 

Even if Whitten’s team had 
come aboard the struggle with 
the EAB sooner, it is unlikely 
they would have been success- 
ful in affecting a meaningful 
change—a chronic lack of dedi- 
cated funding for CVC means 
there is only so much she can 
do, regardless of support for 
other conservation projects 
from the federal and provincial 
governments. 

On other fronts, Whitten’s 
team has enjoyed greater suc- 
cess. Purple Togcestrite, a beau- 


tiful flowering plant that takes 
over waterways and crowds out 
virtually all other organisms, is 
under control at Rattray, 
thanks to years of effort. 

Invasive carp are now 
blocked from swimming up 
Sheridan Creek by a mesh fenc- 
ing where the creek flows out to 
Lake Ontario. So successful 
have those efforts been that 
Whitten now provides advice to 
other conservation authorities 
on the best management prac- 
tices for dealing with those in- 
vasive species. 

By coordinating with other 
conservation authorities, Whit- 
ten is accomplishing a key goal 
of the Ontario Invasive Plant 
Council (OIPC). As OIPC’s 
chairperson Kellie Sherman ex- 
plains, ten years ago there was 
a crying need for an umbrella 
organization to “bridge munic- 
ipalities” and coordinate the 
battle pen invasive species 
among all of the province's con- 
servation authorities. 

OIPC has provided that serv- 
ice and, while a lack of money is 
still an issue, Sherman says the 
organization is “getting there” 
in in terms of funding. 

For Whitten, Rattray is a case 
of getting one step ahead and 
then falling back again in the 
fight against invasive species. 

e carp are under control, but 
high-water levels in the marsh 
last spring resulted in the rein- 
troduction of invasive plants, 
such as the tall perennial grass 
Phragmites, in areas where 
Whitten had gotten their pres- 
ence under control. 

It’s an uphill battle to main- 
tain the health and biodiversity 
of Rattray Marsh and other 
wetlands, but for Whitten the 
nia never ends—she is already 
planning projects into 2019. 

Ina transatlantic accent sim- 
ilar to the actress Angela Lans- 
bury’s voice in its patrician air, 
Williams speaks enthusiasti- 
cally about involving students 
from the local elementary 
schools, many of them first- 
generation Canadians, in con- 
servation projects. “They are 
the future, and they care about 
this place. And they get their 
parents to care. It’s a wonderful 
thing to see.” 

en Inspiration Lakeview 
is completed, it will join Rattray 
Marsh in providing refuge for 
the birds, insects and other 
species of wildlife that rely on 
the shoreline of Southern On- 
tario as a stopover area on mi- 
gratory routes. 

Mike Puddister, the restora- 
tion and stewardship coordina- 
tor for CVC, described the 
Lakeview site to The Toronto 
Star as his organization’s own 
“field of dreams,” saying that if 
they build it, wildlife will come. 
That will be Jim Tovey’s legacy. 

In Munteanu’s words, “what 
a cool way to honour a man 
who dedicated his life and ca- 
reer to making this world a bet- 
ter place for everyone.”

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Health and Wellness - The Standing Posture

Each meditation posture has 
its own quality of connection 
with the earth or “grounding” 
as it is called. 

The Sitting Posture connects 
through the top of the head 
down to the base of the spine. 
The Laying Posture connects 
through the back of the body. 
The Standing Posture connects 
through the feet. 

The feet are stabilized on 
three triangular points on the 
sole. Two points are in the ball 
mid point below the 2nd and 
4th toes and the third is in the 
middle of the heel area. 

Stand and feel connected in 
those three points in each foot. 
On the feet, rock sideways, for- 
wards and back without lifting 
them. If you need support, 
stand in a doorwa naa hold 
onto the frame lightly. Now 
only do the right foot, stop 
then the left and stop. Once 
again together. Lift the left 
foot and balance on the sole 
the right foot for about 10 sec- 
onds and then reverse and 
then both flat again for 10 sec- 
onds. Wiggle and scrunch 
your toes several times. Feel 
the difference every time you 
balance on each of your feet 
and then back to both.

Release the door frame and 
gently touch your right hand to 
your breastbone. Again, do the 
whole process and be aware of 
the difference. Now use the 
left hand and repeat. Release 
your arm down, relax and 
breathe. 

Stand straight and wiggle 
your knees back and forth. 
Wiggle only the right knee then 
left and both together for sev- 
eral seconds and stop. Shake 
your legs to release any tension 
inthem. Again, do the right leg 
only then the left and together 
and stop. 

Tuck your pelvis by tighten- 
ing your butt muscles and lift- 
ing your tummy muscles 
upward. Your tummy muscles 
are the stronger and will hold 
this pose stronger. Do these 
several times to strengthens 
your whole pele and butt 
areas. Exhale long and loud as 
you tuck. Inhale, release and 
repeat several times. The 
stronger you get the more rep- 
etitions you will be able to cat 
Work up to multiple repeti- 
tions. 

Curl your head down cross- 
ing your arms right over left in 
front. Tuck your pelvis again 
exhaling as you go slowly 


down. Inhale and lift your 
head and shoulders lengthen- 
ing the front of your body. 

Repeat left arm over right. 
Lift your head and again 
len, hea the front of your 
body. 

A variation on this is that as 
you come up, release your 
arms straight out to your sides 
or raise them above your head 
doing a continuous circle as 
you go up and down in the 
pose. 

You can also stand with your 
legs apart as you come down 
and touch the opposite foot. 
This is a little more difficult but 
work up to it. Relax and 
breathe. 

Stand with your feet apart 
comfortably. Release your 
arms down pointing to the 
floor and lengthening your 
upper shoulder lines. Slowly 
turn your head to one side and 
hold. Release and turn slowly 
to the other side and hold. 

Come to the centre and 
slowly lower your chin to your 
breastbone and hold. Slowly 
lift your head and lower your 
chin at a right diagonal and 
hold. Lift and lower your head 
left diagonally and hold. Lift 
your head, relax and breathe. 


Shake your arms from your 
shoulder area all the way down 
to your fingers. Release any 
tension held there. Wiggle and 
scrunch your fingers several 
times. Now repeat but lift your 
ankles up and down and bal- 
ance on the balls of your feet. 

Stretch your heels up and 
feel the movement in your an- 
kles. Stop, relax and breathe. 

Roll your shoulders round 
and round lifting your arms in 
the process, reverse the circle. 
Wrap your arms around your 
chest tightly so the back-shoul- 
der area is stretched. Change 
the arms and repeat. Relax 
and breathe. 

Stretching the face muscles 
is great to bring refreshed cir- 
culation and energy into that 
area. Open your jaw, mouth 
and teeth wide and roar like a 
lion. Repeat several times and 
feel the warmth in your face 
muscles. 

Stand in the doorway again 
if necessary. Tilt your chin 
with nose pointing forward, 
slowly close your eyes. Open 
and close your eyes several 
times slower and slower each 
time until you can see your 
eyelids closing. 

Massage your scalp and grab 


your hair pulling it gently away 
from your scalp. Lift and rub 
your ears all around and then 
pull them away then release 
them. With two fingers, rub 
beside your ears up and down. 
Relax your jaw completely. 
Now stand quietly and

In a statement last week, the

Caledon talks Canada Day safety guidelines 


Caledon Fire and Emer- 
gency Services (FES) is re- 
minding residents to be safe 
when operating fireworks or 
barbecues this coming 
Canada Day. 

“Before you fire up your 
barbeque, check the tank 
and hose for leaks, and 
make sure all debris is re- 
moved from the area,” said 
chief fire prevention officer 
Dave Pelayo earlier this 
week. 

“When it comes to fire- 
works, they should be dis- 
charged well away from 
materials that can easily 
catch fire such as buildings, 
trees, dry grass, paper, so 
that everyone can enjoy 
themselves in a safe and re- 
sponsible manner.” 

The fire department is 


reminding residents operat- 
ing barbecues that they are 
are for outdoor use only. 

If used indoors, a bar- 
beque will begin to create 
carbon monoxide —- an 
odourless, colourless, poi- 
sonous gas — which is ex- 
tremely harmful when 
breathed in. 

The department is also 
aski residents to please keep 
in mind the following safety 
tips: 

- Do not leave barbeque 
grills unattended. 

- Always make sure your 
gas grill lid is open before 
lighting it. 

- Barbeque grills should 
be placed well away from 
the home, deck railings and 
out from under eaves and 
overhanging branches. 


- Keep children and pets 
at least three feet away from 
the grill area. 

- If someone is burned, 
run cool water over the 
wound for three to five min- 
utes and seek medical atten- 
tion, if necessary. 

During Canada Day cel- 
ebrations fireworks may 
only be set off on July 1, and 
only on private property. 

Setting off of fireworks 
on public property, park- 
lands, parks, roads or side- 
walks is strictly prohibited. 

FES asks residents to 
please keep in mind the fol- 


lowing safety tips: 
- Keep sparklers away 
from children. Hot 


sparklers can burn. 

- Appoint a responsible 
person to be in charge. 

- Carefully read and fol- 
low the directions on fire- 
works packaging. 

- Always keep a hose or 
pail of water close by when 
discharging fireworks. 

- Place discharged fire- 
works in a bucket full of 
water, well away from build- 
ings, and combustible mate- 
rials such as garbage, trees, 
or dry grass.

The Ontario Junior 
Hockey League (OJHL) has 
approved the application 
made by the local owner- 
ship group behind the Or- 
angeville Flyers to relocate 
the franchise to Brampton.

It was 1988, and the show- 
down was set between Carl 
Lewis and Ben Johnson. 

The glamour event of the 
Summer Olympics, the 100m 
dash, was set between 2 men 
who had been battling to see 
who would be the “fastest 
man alive“. On a Saturday 
evening in South Korea, Ben 
Johnson demolished the field 
in a time of 9.79 seconds. 

The only problem was he 
would be stripped of his gold 
medal due to steroid use, 
something very common in 
athletics at the time. The 
eventual race winner, 

Carl Lewis, tested positive 
only months prior, however, 
he was allowed to compete. 
Calvin Johnson of the U.S. 
was the only race participant 
who never tested positive in 
his career. 

Despite the scandal at the 
1988 Summer Olympics, 
many countries continued 
their drug use. In 1989, the 
federal government estab- 
lished the Dubin Inquiry, 
which eventually lead to the 
creation of the Canadian 
Anti-Doping Organization in 
1991. 

Since its creation, there 
have been few infractions by 
Canadians athletes. 

The same can't be said for 
the U.S., which continued to 
produce drug cheats. Despite 
the formation of WADA (The 
World Anti-Doping Agency), 
the 1990's and early 2000's 
saw numerous scandals. 

The most notable were 
Americans Marion Jones, 
who was stripped of 5 gold 
medals she won at the 2000 
Olympics, and Justin Gatlin, 
who was suspended twice. 

While these dark clouds 
continued to hang over the 
world of athletics, a young Ja- 
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maican sprinter was making 
headlines all over the world. 

Usain Bolt was blazing 
around the track posting 
times by a 15 year-old that 
had never been seen before. 
Wherever he competed, all 
eyes were now squarely on 
him. 


Despite Bolt’s incredible 
times in the junior ranks, he 
turned professional in 2004 
and now had to face the "big 
boys". Maurice Greene, Justin 
Gatlin and 200m_ world 
record holder Michael John- 
son had taken notice of Bolt's 
talents. 

What the sport desperately 
craved was not only someone 
who could win without the as- 
sistance of steroids, but also 
someone with charisma and 
an engaging personality. 

Past sprint champions were 
known for being arrogant, 
pounding their chests after 


reaching the finish line, and 
not really interacting with 
fans, who, along with spon- 
sors, allowed the sport to 
flourish. Usain Bolt never ex- 
hibited any of these charac- 
teristics. 

At times he showed his age, 
not taking his training as seri- 


ously as his coaches would 
have liked and eating fast 
foods. 

Despite a disastrous 2005 
World. Championships, the 
sky was still the limit for Bolt. 
A silver medal at the World 
Championships in Osaka in 
2007 finally caused him to 
take his training more seri- 
ously. 

In 2008, he set his first 
world record. He followed 
that with incredible perform- 
ances at the 2008 Olympics, 
where he set world records in 
both the 100m and 200m. 

After Bolt's record setting 
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How Usain Bolt saved track-and-field 


runs, commentators praised 
his achievements and specu- 
lated about his potential to 
become the greatest sprinter 
ever. Critics hailed his suc- 
cess as a turning point for a 
sport that had suffered 
through numerous scandals. 
Although success in Beijing 


caused suspicion among 
some commentators, Bolt ve- 
hemently denied these accu- 
sations. 

At the 2009 World Champi- 
onships, he lowered his own 
world records in both the 
100m and 200m. Bolt would 
go on to dominate for 7 more 
years. His only loss in 10 
years at a major event came at 
the 2017 World Champi- 
onships where he claimed 
bronze. He collapsed on the 
track in the 4x100m relay in 
what would be his final race. 

Why was Bolt so dominant 
in his career? His unique 


physique has a lot to do with 
it. Former sprinters refer to 
him as a genetic freak. 

Sprinters prior to Bolt were 
shorter and built more pow- 
erfully. As Usain is 6'5", he 
takes about 41 steps to com- 
plete the 100m, compared 
with 45 for his rivals. 


Ihave never seen an athlete 
quite like Usain Bolt. He 
could not have come along at 
a better time for a sport that 
needed a "saviour". 

Not only will he go down as 
the greatest sprinter of all 
time, he was adored by fans 
everywhere. He always made 
sure to interact with them, 
something I had rarely seen 
from his predecessors. 

Although he was never shy 
about the confidence in his 
abilities, rarely do elite ath- 
letes share the qualities of 
greatness and humility. He 
was always gracious with his 


interview commitments and 
is blessed with a great deal of 
charisma and a contagious 
personality. He is also a very 
selfless individual, having do- 
nated a significant portion of 
his earnings to charity. 

What Usain Bolt did on the 
track may never be equalled. 
As he exclaimed to the BBC 
after the 2016 Olympics "I 
have made the sport more ex- 
citing. I have made the pee 
ple want to see sport. I have 
put the sport on a different 
level". It is near impossible 
for anyone to disagree with 
these comments. 

People now wonder if any- 
one can fill his shoes and 
whether the sport can con- 
tinue to clean itself up and 
survive after this incredible 
ambassador leaves the sport? 

Bolt's comments after the 
2016 Olympics were encour- 
aging when he said "People 
should have faith. We are 
weeding out the bad ones. 
We are going in the right di- 
rection”. Time will tell. 

One thing which is difficult 
to argue is Usain Bolt will go 
down as one of the greatest 
athletes ever. What he did on 
the track may never be dupli- 
cated, however, what he has 
done and continues to do off 
the track through his founda- 
tion, is something that will 
not be known for years, if not 
decades. 

Whatever Usain Bolt does 
going forward, had he not 
come along in the early 
2000's, track and field may 
have died a slow death and 
currently be a second rate 
sport. He has called on all 
track athletes to compete 
clean or risk killing the sport. 

If it wasn't for Usain Bolt, 
the sport would already be 
dead. Hail to the king!
